Discovery of Plots to Assassinate 
Government Officials. 


Peru About‘’to Be Involved in the

Ravachol, the Paris Anarchist Leader, 
Makes a Startling Confession of a 
Long List of Crimes—Other 
Foreign News,

New York; April 3.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.}] The Herald's Buenos | 
Ayres special says: ‘This city tonight 
is in a condition of excitement that is 
well nigh indescribable, The crisis in 
the political struggle, carried on for 
months past with much bitterness, is 
nearly reached. The government ap- 
preciates the gravity of the situation. 
All troops are gathered in the central 


‘| part of the city. They have received 


orders to act with promptness at the 
first note of warning. The police are 
all on duty. They are also under in- 
structions. Thousands of desperate 
men, enemies of the administration, a 
armed. 
‘According to most reliable accounts 
dynamite will play a prominent part in 
any riot that may be started, Ruthors 
of plots increase at a most alarming 
rate. The latest one is about a conspi- 
racy to murder President Pelligrini, ex- 
President Rocq and ex-President Mitre. 
When the report reached the govern- 
ment police the chief ordered the ar- 
rest of every one who was suspected of 
complicity in the plot. They took some 
of the most prominent radical leaders 
into custody, among them Dr. Alem. 
Alem is charged with having planned 
the murder of the Presidentand assume 
a dictatorship. The police raided sev- 
eral clubs and discovered bombs. The 
President issued a decree declaring a 
state of siege in the entire republic.”

I would like to blow up the Chamber of 
Deputies for imposing upon dynamiters 
the penalty of death. Let no:hing 
stand in the way of the Anarch- 
ists’ progress. murdered the 
two sisters Marion and = the 
others, simply to procure money to 
assistthe cause. I could never stoop to 
begging; no Anarchist begs. I won't 
work. Labor is an injustice as long as 
it enriches the employer, who ,ives his 
workers just enough to keep body and 
soul together. Every one having noth- 
ing ought to rob and murder. When 
there are many men like me the rich 
will come to terms. Iam amartyrin a 
humanitarian cause.’’

Union Sailors Baffled by the Strategy of 
Capt. Hall of the Corona—An Ex- 
citing Episode at San 
Pedro Harbor.

San Pepro, April 3.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} The union sailors here 
looked very, blue this morning at 6 
o’clock, when they saw the ship Amer- 


crew. They were outwitted in a smart 
manner by Capt. Hall of the steamer 
Corona, who, profiting by the experi- 
ence of ten days ago, adopted tactics by 
which he put the crew sent from San 
Francisco aboard the America without 
any trouble whatever. | 

It was fully expected that there 
would be bloodshed at the Anchorage 
this morning when the Corona arrived, 
and there certainly would have been 
but for Capt. Hall’s strategy. 

A great number of union men were 
waiting at Redondo totake passage on 


Mee ang the non-union men from join- 
ng the ship, but Capt. Hall had been 
advised of this and did not stop at Re- 
dondo, but came direct to San Pedro 
anchorage, arriving five hours ahead of 
time. 

When alongside the America he trans- 
ferred the crew and then went to Re- 
dondo, arriving here again at 11:80. 
As soon as the crew was on the Amer- 
ica’s deck the tug which had been 
lying by was in readiness to tow her to 
sea. 

During the trip to San Francisco the 
non-union crew was virtually prisoners, 
there being aboard soventeen deputy 
United States marshals to guard them.

Justice Lamar’s Condtion is 
Very Serious. 


Springer will Appear in the House 
Today After Long Absence. 


The Silver Question to Be the Topic 
in the Senate this Week. 


Flattering Accounts are Received of the 
Workings of Reciprocity with Bra- 
zil—Other Matters at the 
National Capital.

ASHINGTON, April 8.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.| The condition of Jus- 
tice Lamar, of the Supreme Court is 
much more serious than the public is 
generally aware. He has suffered with 
hemorrhages from the lungs for several 
days andin addition is said to have 
svmptoms of Bright’sdisease. His fam- 
ily are greatly worried at his condition. 
Recurrences of the hemorrhages pre- 
cludes sleep and this greatly aggravates 
the trouble. Notwithstanding the 
gravity of the case, Justice Lamar is 
still strong enough to write and when 
a reporter called at the house to ascer- 
tain exactly how he was, the Justice 
went down stairs and wrote the follow-

The general debate has 
ceased and the five-minute limitation 
applies to speeches upon any paragraph 
ofthe bill orany proposed amendnient. 
There is some talk to the effect that the 
bill will be passed tomorrow by a two- 
thirds vote under suspension of the rules, 
but this will not be accepted, as 
full opportunity for amendments will 
thereby be cut off. The Republican 
minority has a large number of substan- 
tial amendments to offer, and opportu- 
nity to discuss and vote upon these and 
other amendments will be freely offered, 
Therefore it is probable that the whole 
committee will not come to a final vote 
till Tuesday afternoon at the earliest. 

The Binding Twine~- Bill will fol- 
follow the Wool Bill. It is helieved by 
the Speaker that a few hours ofgeneral 
debate on each side will be sufficient to 
bring the measure to a vote, and per- 
haps itcan be acted on in season to 
permit the Bagging Bill to be taken up 
before the week closes. Unless there 
there should be a disposition to debate 
the Binding Twine and Bagging bills at 
considerable length, the appropriation 
bills will be suffered to wait upon tariff 
bills, with possibly the exception of the 
Deficiency Appropriation Bill. 
None of them are likely to be taken up 
this week. 

The indian Appropriation Bill 1s ex- 
pected to come np in the Senate tomor- 
row afternoon. As there is pending 
but one motion, viz.: to strike out the 
provision transferring to army officers 
the duties of Indian agents it is be- 
lieved the bill can be paesed in half an 
hour. Then Mr. Morgan’s resolutions 
will be called up and the Senate will 
enter upon a thorough discussion of the 
silver question as well as the depres- 
sion which is asserted to exist in agri- 
culture. Mr. Morgan himself will 
undertake to open the debate which 
will doubtless occupy the entire week, 
but the order in which the Senators 
will speak has not been further ar- 
ranged.

Wasutneton, April 3.—Hon. E. H. Con- 
ger, United States Minister to Brazil, is 
in Washington en route to his home in 
Iowa on leave of absence.

MINISTER REID. 


He Returns from France—His Views on 
Topics of the Hour. 

New York, April 3.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Hon. Whitelaw’ Reid, 
United States Minister to France, was 
seen on board the Champagne this 
morning and talked freely concerning 
internationalaffairs. Speaking of a 
reciprocity and extradition treaties be- 
tween the United States and France, 
which Mr. Reid had with him, he said 
that the signing of these treaties com- 
pleted with minor exceptions all pend- 
negotiations between the United States 
and France. It only remains for the 
Senate and Chamber of Deputies to rat- 
ify them. The reciprocity treaty will 
doubtless be a great benefit to both 
countries. Mr. Reid thought the lifting 
of the embargo from American pork 
would greatly increase the quantity ex- 
ported. 

Mr. Reid said the French government 
is certainly much stronger than when 
he visited France twelve years ago, and 
from what he could see it is constantly 
gaining strength. The recent attitude 
of the Pope had the effect of attaching: 
the Clerical — to the cause of the 
republic, though hitherto they had sym- 
pathized with the Monarchists. 

Referring to American affairs Mr. 
Reid said that the Congressional revo- 
lution caused by the last election had 
thoroughly aroused the MKepublicans, 
and he believed they would make a 
vigorous and winning fight. Mr. Reid 
thought the mention of his name as a 
Presidential candidate was nothing 
more than a mark of friendliness on the 
part of newspaper men. 


DIVIDED DEMOCRATS. 


The Party All Split Up Over the Mormon 
Question in Utah. — 

Satt Lake Crry, April 8.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The Democratic 
party of Utah split yesterday. In1888 
the regulafly-called convention met in 
Ogden and ignored the Mormons and 
elected delegates to the national con- 
vention, who were admitted and elected 
the Territorial Committeé for four 
years. When the party line division 
movement started last summer and the 
manifesto to abandon polygamy was 
promulgated by the Democrats. the 
chairman joined in the movement and 
called a convention when a new 
committee was named.

SMOKING RUINS 


New Orleans the Scene of 
Two Conflagrations, | 


Several Huge Cotton Presses Com- 
pletely Destroyed. 


‘Eighty Thousand Bales of Cotton 


Gone Up in Smoke. 


The Losses will Aggregate Several Milliou 
Dollars—Another Conflagration De- 
stroys Scores of Dwellings—Han- 
dreds of People Homeless, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

New Orveans, April 3.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| One of the most de- 
structive fires on record broke out at 
10:30 this morning among some cotton 
on the sidewalk in front of a fireproof 
cotton press, on Front street, where 
10,000 bales of cotton were stored, 
The department promptly responded, 
but the wind was high and the cotton so 
dry thatit burned like tissue paper. 
‘The flames ran high, and in an almost 
incredibly short space of time commun- 
icated to the press itself. The firemen 
worked like demon#+, «rest the prog- 
ress of the flames, but their efforts were 
unavailing. Through the yards swept 
the fire carrying devastation with it. 

After three repeated alarms a general 
alarm was sentin and all engines in 
the city with two or three exceptions 
were calledout. In half an hour after 
the flames started, the fire.proof pr 
was totally consumed with its contents 
and the flames were communicoted to 
the upper press, attacking the building 
from all sides with wonderful rapidity. 
In the press were stored 50,000 bales 
of cotton, some of which was saved}; 
the greater portion was destroyed, howe 
ever. It required but a very short time — 
to destroy the press. Several firemen 
had narrow escapes from falling walis 

The sight was an awe-inspiring one. 
For a space of at least two blocks 

SHEETS OF FLAME 
shot upward. The smoke and sparks 
from the fire, blown down into the 
street by wind, choked and singed the 
spectators. Suddenly a small fame 


| wa#seen to leap skyward from a cor- 


ner of the Independence press. “In a 
second almost the entire square was 
ablaze and the flames formed an almost 
solid block of fire. In the yard were 
stored some 10,000 bales of cotton, 
which was consumed in a little time, 
The place was gutted and the contents, 
consisting of about 20,000 bales, were 
destroyed. 

As soon as it was apparent that there 
was no possibility of saving the burning 
structure the firemen devoted their at- 
tention to the surrounding structures 
and everything in “the neighborhood 
was thorough y soaked This probally 
saved anumber of conflagrations, as 
sparks were falling in all directions. 

LOSSES IN THE MILLIONS. 

The district burned was bounded by 
Penrose, Front, Thalia and Robbin 
streets, andthe presses destroyed were 
as follows: Fire Proof, Penrose Bros., 
the Shippers’, Boyd and . Her- 
rick, proprietors; Independence Cot- 
ton Yard, Orleans Cotton Press, Adam 
Norwich, manager. The total amount 
of cotton burned, as near as can now be 
ascertained, is estimated at 80,000 
bales, held by factors and commission 
merchants and covered by open poli- 
cies. Much of the cotton. will be sent 
to pickers and saved, so that the total 
loss will probably not exceed $30 per 
bale, making the total loss on cotton 
between $2,000,000 and $3,250,000, 
The loss on presses and sheds is estim- 
ated at $150,000. 

It is thought the fire started from 
cigarettes, which some one threw 
among the cotton. 

For three blocks around the burning 
presses people moved out, fearing that 
the fire would spread to their homes, 
Fire thieves got in generous work, 

SEVERAL FIREMEN INJURED. 


When the walls of the Orleans Cotton 
Press went down, three men were seen 
falling under the mass. Shortly after 
the unfortunate firemen were takea 
from the ruins, moaning and crying 
with pain, and were taken toa hospital, 
where their injuries were dressed, 
The men all belong to No. 13. Their 
names are: Capt. Alfred Dupree, Lieut. 
Shaw and Pipeman Bordeaux. Dupree 
was slightly injured, but the other two 
were badly hurt. 

ANOTHER CONFLAGRATION, 

While the cotton press fire was rag. 
ing an alarm was sent in froma fire 
the residence portion of the city 
bounded by Laurel, Annunciation and 
Second and Tuird streets, A gale was 
blowing and the flames were fanned in 
all directions. Several engines went to 
the scene, but before thev could get to 
active work several buildings were in 
flames. Every engine on both sides of 
the river was then summoned. People 
living in the neighborhood took fright 
and wild scenes ensued, Houses were 
dismantled and their contents carried 
away. House after hause went down 
and the efforts of the firemen seemed 
in vain in face of the overwhelming 
odds. 

The flames spread in every direction, 
owing to the varying wind, and soon 
the section bounded by First, Third, 
Laurel and Magazine streets, four 
squares, was ablaze and the wooden 
buildings were devoured as if they were 
so much chaff. Every building in the 
four squares mentioned except four 
were destroyed. Hundreds of people 
are left homeless by the fire and ia 
many cases nothing will be saved from 
the burnigg buildings. The scene pre- 
sented was truly one of desolation. 
Nothing remains of many handsome 
buildings embraced in the four squares 
but blackened ruins. 

The losses by this fire are estimated 
at $250,000. It is believed the builds 
ings were mostly insured.

MARCH WEATHER REVIEW. 
An Inter»ssting Document from Chief 
Robert E. Kerkam. 

Robert E, Kerkam, Chief of the Pa- 
cific division of the Weather Bureau, 
has issued the following review of the 
weather conditions for March: 


affected Pacific Slope weather. The month 
opened with a storm over Southern Nevada 
and with light rain in Northern California. 


Winnemucca, Fresno, 


This depression was forced southeastward 
toward Arizona--and New Mexico, giving 
rain and snow to the latter sections. On 
the 3d, 7th, 10th, 22d and 24th disturb. 
ances passed eastward over British Colum- 
bia and affected the upper country only. 
On the 4th.a depression formed tn Southern 
Nevada that was lost to the southward. 
On the 14th a storm advanced toward the 
Oregon coast. from the ocean.and moved 
southeastward toward Southern Nevada, 
being forced’from therice teward Arizona 
and New Mexico. The 17th showed a 
storm trough extending from Washington 
on the north to Southern Nevada on the 
south that continued until the 20th. On 
the 26th a storm advanced toward Wash. 
ington and formed a storm trough to 
Southern Nevada; stormy weather contin- 
ued until the 80th from this trough, the 
originai disturbance having been  rein- 
forced by a second storm from the ocean 
on the 29th. This latter storm was by far 
the most generally severe of any of the 
month, heavy rains, high winds and hail 
being reported from nearly all sections. 

Precipitation fell in portions of Wash. 
ingtonon twenty-turee days during the 
month; in Ofégott’ ofA Winéteen days; in 
Northern California on fifteen days; in 
Southern California on ten days; in Nevada 
on thirteen days; in Utah on thirteen days, 
and in Arizona on eight days, the total at 
the several weather bureau stations ag- 
gregating as follows: Tatoosh Island, 
10.8dnches; Port Angeles, 1.6; Olympia, 
2.5; Fort Canby, 4:2;:. Portland, 2.8; 
Spokane, 1.2; “Walla Walla, 1.7; Baker 
City, 1.8; Helena, .8; Roseburg, 2.3, Eu- 
feka, 5.3; Red Bluff, 2.7; Sacramento, 3; 
San Francisco, 2.8; Fresno, 1.7; Keeler, 
-3; Los Angeles, 3.4; San Diego, 1; Yuma, 
.5: Tucson, Carson City, 1.2; Winne. 
mucca, 1.6,and Salt Lake City, 2.2. 

Excepting at Walla’“Walla, Baker City, 
10, Los Angeles, Yuma 
and Salt Lake..@ity,.-where the precipita- 
} tion was slightly in exopgss, -and at Tatoosh 
Island where it Way“In excess by 2.7 
inches, the ‘precipitation, was generally 
slightly deficient, except at Olympia, Port- 
land and Fort Canby, Where the deficiencies 
for the month ranged from 1.8 to 3.3 
inches. 

In the district north of the Fortieth par- 
allel of latitude the «twean temperature of 
the month averaged ffom' 1° to i° higher 
than the notmal; seatl¢af that parallel it 
ranged from normal to 2° below, the latter 
in the westera portion;,of. Southern Cali-

High winds occurred with nearly all 
storms during the month, but the last week 
of the month showed the highest volocities, 
and the 29th and 0th were the stormiest 
days generally.

Possible Protection from Tornadoes. 
On the Ist inst. the most widespread 
visitation of tornadoes: since 1887 oc- 
curred in the middle Western States. 
Tornado conditions had prevailed for 
several days previous. On the 26th 
ult. a devastating storm swept over 
Cerro Gordo, Ill. On the 31st ult. there 
were tornadoes in Nebraska and Kansas. 
On the Ist inst. a whole family of these 
swirling storms was turned loose, tear- 
ing through Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri, 
Illinois and Iowa. It may be remarked, 
in passing, that these tornado condi- 
tions were quite accurately foretold in 
Foster’s forecast. published in this 
paper under date of March 18. Mr. 
Foster bases his calculations on the 
electric theory of storms, and the almost 
uniform snccess which he attains in his 
predictions shows that he certainly 
knows a good deal about the subject. 

The helplessness of those who live in 
these tornado-swept countries is pitiful. 
Nobody except one who has experienced 
it can appreciate the absolute terrorism 
which prevails among the _ people. 
Whenever the sky is suddenly overcast 
though it be with the most common- 
place thunderstorm, women and chil- 
dren become panic-stricken and the 
faces of men blanch with apprehension. 
Many families are provided with places 
of refuge under ground, called tornado 
caves, to which they betake themselves 
whenever they see indications of an ap- 
proaching storm. And thus far this is 
about the only method ot protection that 
has been devised. But it is at best only 
a poor subterfuge. Not every family is 
able to provide itself with a cave, and it 
often happens that the swirling terror 
is upon them before the people can seek 
refuge. 

The wonder grows as to whéther 
there may not be some better protec- 
tion against these storms than a mere 
hiding place underground. Might it 
not be possible to intercept the storm 
by some device and rob it of its. terrors? 

When a vessel at sea meets a water 
spout which is likely to intercept its 
path, the skipper, who has had experi- 
ence with such things, fires a cannon 
shot through it if possible. Reliable re- 
ports may be cited of many instances 
in which a waterspout has thus been 
dissipated. The waterspout is simply 
a tornado at sea, which gathers water 


bris, as it does on land. ap 

Thanks to the practical science of 
Benjamin Franklin, we have a reason- 
ably sure protection against lightning 
by the tse of a rod, used to carry off 
the charge of electricity from the clouds 
and thus rob it of its power for harm. 

Is it unreasonable to suppose that we 
may some day meet the tornado with 
some practical device as effectual as the 
cannon ball of the navigator or the 
lightning rod of old Ben Franklin? 

The principal reason why no efforts 
have been put forth in this direction, 
we think, is due toa popular miscon- 
ception of the character of tornado 
storms. The scientists of the United 
States Weather Bureau, who do much 
more than any othersgin the way of 
molding public opinion in these mat- 
ters, Bay that the energy of the tornado 
is developed from peculiar conditions 
of heat and moisture in the atmosphere ; 
that it is purely an atmospheric phe- 
nomenon. They hold out no hope that 
mankind will ever be able to cope with 
this demon of the air, and the best that 
they are able to do is to give plans for 


which way to run for safety when they 
see a tornado column approaching. 
They will never bg able to do anything 
better for the public until the whole 
theory ‘of tornadoes is revised. 

We believe that the scientists of the 
Weather Bureau are wrong. We be- 
lieve that the active principle of a tor- 
nado column is electricity. We think 
it is a heroic method adopted by nature 
for readjusting the electrical equipoise 
between earth and cloud when the nor- 
mal conditions are suddenly disturbed. 
In other words, we hold that the tor- 
nado is,the converse of the thunderbolt: 
In one the surplus charge of electricity 
descends from cloud to earth; in 
the other it ascends from earth to 
cloud. The lightning descends in a 
spiral. 
spiral. Both are manifestations of 
electrical force. 

If this hvpothesis is proven, there is 
hope that mankind may yet find ade- 
quate means of protection from the 
devastations of the tornado. For, if it 
‘be possible tocatch a surplus charge of 
electricity in mid-air on a small rod to 
thé éarth, where it is harmlessly dis- 
charged, why should it not ,be possible 
to gather up a surplus charge of elec- 
tricity in the earth and conduct it 
to midair, there to be neutralized,by its 
opposite? 

This suggests the very device which 


we believe might be employed, It is a

tornado tower. Itmight be constructed 
something after the manner of the 
Eiffel tower, entirely of metal, and 
from its base there should be many 
lines of wire buried in the ground and 
radiating to distant points on every 
side. This would serve to collect 
ground currents from any quarter, and 
the accumulated charge would be given 
an easy passage up through the 
metal tower to a point high 
above the surface of the earth. 
No possible harm could come from 
the positive and negative charges 
which would come together and neutral- 
ize each other at the top of the tower. 
A number of such towers scattered 
through acountry at distances of ten 
or twerity miles woygld be sufficient pro- 
tection from damaging visitations of 


, tornadoes. 


The plan is worth trying. Enough 
property is destroyed in a single series 
of storms like those of the Ist inst. 
to cover the cost of the experiment a 
thousand times over. The whole State 
of Kansas might be protected by tor- 
nado towers for a iess cost than the 
tornado losses of two or three years. 

One pf the strongest arguments to be 
urged in favorof this method of pro- 
tection is the fact that tornadoes are 
only dangerous in flat countries. Their 
principal fields of devastation are on 
the far-stretching prairies of Nebraska, 
Kansas, Missouri, . Illinois and Iowa; on 
the vast plains of Texas, on the savan- 
nas of Georgia and on the compara- 
tively level lands of other states. 
Where mountains intervene the tor- 
nado -is hardly known. California 
and the western tier of States that 
are ribbed. with mountain chains 
are comparatively free from _tor- 
nadoes. The mountainous regions of 
Kentucky and Tennessee are free from 
them, A strip of country on the Atlan- 
tic side which is covered by the Alle- 


| gheny and White Mountains appears on 


the Government charts as unvisited by 
these storms. On the theory here ad- 
vanced the reason is not hard to find. 
The mountains are nature’s tornado 
towers. They furnish the best means 


.of electrical communication between 


the earth and the clouds above. Elec- 
tricity always travels in the path of 
least resistance, and hence the surplus 


_charge in the earth rushes up 


the mountains andis discharged from 
their. summits, There the opposing 
charges meet and neutralize each other 
so freely as tocreate no such atmos- 
pheric disturbance gs that which we 
call a tornado. 

We believe that this suggestion of 
nature is worth acting upon. Let the 
people of the tornado-swept West re- 
member that the Lord helps those who 
help themselves. They ought at least 
to try some better method of meeting 
the tornado terror than skulking and 
running to holes in the ground. 


WALL STREET gives up the cause of 
trusts and monoplies—not because it 
considers them wrong or opposed to 
good political economy, but because it 
finds out that they must go. The last 
circular of Henry Clews & Co., says: 


Public optnion is. becoming more and 
more decidedly hostile to whatever form of 
organization conspires to defeat free com- 


petition. Oongress and the State Legisla- 


tures find it necessary to respect this de- 
termined attitude of the people, and at.no 
distant time the laws will be so framed 
that nowhére in this country will any form 
of corporation which aims to exercise the 
powers of a monopoly be able to exist un- 
der the egis of the law. The attempts of 
the trusts to evade the penalties of their il- 
legality by organizing under the loosest 
form of legalization to be found under State 
laws will become futile. The procurement 
of control ofa system of competing rail. 
roads, ander such expedients as have been 
adopted by the Philadelphia and Reading, 
will be declared illegal, because contrary 
to public policy.. The law will be con. 
structed with a simple purpose of. prevent- 
ing the defeat of competition by monopo- 
lies; and that form of: prohibition will be 
made to apply to any and every form of 
organization. Of this there can be no rea- 
sonable doubt; for the present drift toward 
mongpoly is so wide-spread, so utterly rev- 
olutionary in every sensein its character, 
and so threatening to vast interests that to 
suppose itcan be much farther tolerated 
would be to assume that American citizens 
had lost their regard for freedom and their 
sense of self-respect. 


Tae San Francisco Call recently 
gathered statistics of the criminal 
record in that city, and found that dur- 
ing the past five years 88 men have 
been accused of murder and only one 
hanged. Investigating further, it learns 
that, during the same period there have 
been 59 indictments for embezzlement.

Rev. A. C. Smither, pastor of the 
Temple Street Christian Church, 
preached yesterday morning to a large 
congregation upon the subject of *‘Spir- 
itnal Warfare.’"” There were two addi- 
tions to the church. The evening dis- 
course was upon the timely subject of 
“Sunday Observance.’’ The principal 
points of the sermon brought out were: 

The Sabbath is the expression of the 
oldest principle in religion; it was born 
in Eden. There ate strong indications 
thatithas been obgerved ever since 
creation. It was made obligatory upon 
the Jews by the decalogue. With the 
Jewish covenant passed away the obli- 
gation to observe the Sabbath day upon 
the seventh day of the week. Under 
the Christian dispemsation the Sabbath 
day is to be observed upon the first day 
of the week in commemoration of the 
resurrection of Christ. The Sabbath is 
an institution obligatory in the nature 
of things; the day of its observance 
only is subjectto change. Experience 
and observation have proved the wis- 
dom of the Sabbath; without it a few 
years of continuous labor would wreck 
the physical system, Itis a necessity 
to the intellectual nature of man; it 
provides an opportunity for the labor- 
ing man to develop his mind and forthe 
mind worker to rest his mind. Itis a 
necessity for social. growth; it leads to 
cleanliness; brings about contact with 
others, which is helpful; it strength- 
ens the ties of ‘family life; it 
bridges the chasm between the la- 
borer and the employer; they 
meet on an equality before God. 
The religious nature of man demands 
it—it gives him opportunity for reflec- 
tion, for church going, for development 
of spiritual life, and keeps fresh in the 
mind the central fact of Christianity— 
the resurrection of Christ. 

This day is to be spent in rest and in 
the service of the Lord, and will brin 
the blesssings for which the institution 
was intended. Oneofthe great curses 
of today is the desecration of the Lord’s 
day. The mannerin which. the Lord’s 
day is spent in baseball playing; in 
flocking to the beach; and the general 
desecration, is a shame to our race. 

That the World’s Fair, which was in- 
tended to representour growth in the 
last four centuries, should utterly ig- 
nore one of the basic principles of our 
Nation and open its gates on Sunday, is 
a disgrace to Chrigtian civilization; it is 
bringing down of public morality to the 
level of European rationalism. Every 
citizen, every Christian, every person 
witha iment in his bosom, 
should rebel against this desecration of 
a day which has long been our country’s 
pride. A great wave of an indignant 


+ public sentiment should sweep over this 


land arm close the World’s Fair on Sun- 
day. Itis a duty wesdwe to our God, 
to our religion, to our country, to our 
own self-respect,--that- this should be 
done, Public sentiment is the only 
power that can accomplish this. Like 
slavery and the Louisiana lottery, it 
will only go down beneath the majestic 
sweep of an enraged public conscience. 
Let us turn back the tide of time to the 
Puritan conception-of Sunday, ahd it 
will be a great step in our country’s 
progress and an honor to our God. 

The speaker grew quite warm in his 
denunciation of the desecration of our 
Lord’s day as at present witnessed in 
our land, and the congregation, which 
was large, warmly appyoved of the dis- 
course throughout. 

FIRST PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


There was a good attendance at the 


First Presbyterian Church. Sunday 
morning. Rev. Dr. Stewart preached 
a very able sermon, filled with truths 
applicable to this life as well as the life 
to come. His text .was, John vi:27, 
‘‘Labor not for the meaf which per- 
isheth, but for that meat which en- 
dureth into life everlasting.”’ 

Dr. Stewart said: **There ‘fare two 
qualities in life, that which perisheth 
and that which endures. All material 
things have a death unto life, and only 
by dying live—corruption and incor- 
ruption, that is, it has imit that which 
dies and also that’ which lives. The 
world is full of resurreetion, and death 
is the great fertilizer. ft is decay that 
keeps the world green and beautiful, as 
nature nourishes vegetation. So like- 
wise all mothers their children from 
their own blood. ‘Thus we live on after 
we are dead through our children. Ob- 
serve the Union labor organization for 
instance. Do they not experience a 
lasting and a perishing for a part of 
their labor perishes, but it is a poor 
man or woman that labors for such, and 
it is only in consideration of a surplus 
product that the world canstand it. 

“Thirty years of hard labor, and all 
to perish with crushed hopes. Do we 
say that ourlives have been a failure? 
No! we are not disheartened for in the 
beginning we looked forward to a 
bright picture, and our lives. have been 
a great success. For when God is a 
factor in the home, man _ will gucceed; 
God and religion areno failure. We've 
not got a fortune, but manhood and 
womanhood. We may not have won 
distinction, but something better—char- 
acter. We may not have founded an 
empire, but found immortality. Chris- 
tianity to start with will sustain God's 
people. io 

We toil and labor in the flerce con- 
flict of life for something more than 
that which perisheth. Everybody is 
anxious, and there is something in ev- 
erybody which tells them that thev 
don't belong here; we have graat ex- 
pectations, but find no rest for the soul. 
Our happiness has. not: grown in the 
ratio of our expectations. There is a 
time coming when eating or drinking or 
clothing will not be the chief end of 
man. ‘The millennium-4s not here yet, 
but there is surely something better to 
come.’’ 

Dr. Stewart then spoke of the Wall 
street stock markets, of the. perishing 
millions that aré often lost, the effect 
of which is regarded ag utter, ruin, end- 
ing in death @ disgrace. ‘'But,’’ said 
he, ‘‘the greatest failures are'those that 
never reach the commercial life. The 
failures that lay hold’ on eternal life. 
Eternal death is no necessity. No one 
should die since Christ died for all. 
God is not the God of the'dead, but the 
God’ of the. living. Ohrist is a living 
Savior and each of us @ Hiving sou),’’ 

8T. JOHN’S EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

The sermon by Rev.:B. W. R. Tayler 
yesterday morning was a strong and ur- 
gent call for every Christian man and 
woman to engage in definite work for 
the extension of the Kingdom of Christ.

wilt Thou have me do?” betokened a de- 
sire to engage in work. A fine descrip- 
tion was givén of the city of Damascus, 
near which St. Paul received his call, 
as it wasinthe apostle’s days, with its 
lavish wealth of vegetation and its 
beautiful environments. When Logs An- 
geles is 100 years older,,and its gor- 
geous sub-tropical vegetation shail 
have had time to develop, when 
this city extends from the Sierra 
to the tea, as it undoubtedly will 
in time; then, standing on some emi- 
nence and looking at the scene there 
will be revealed acity something like 
Damascus was in St. Paul’s time From a 
standpoint of lavish vegetation. The 
keynote of the sermoh, passing over the 
above incident, was a detinite call to 
definite work. A Christian should be 
ashamed to let even one day go by with- 
out doing something to extend God’s 
kingdom in the hearts and lives of men. 
The Church of God should be awake to 
the necessities of God’s people, and 
should strive to win men not only from 
poverty and penury, but from spiritual 
disease and sin. It should be alive to 
every good work; it should gird on its 
divine armour and win souls to the love- 
flame on the altar of God. As a 
whole, the great Anglo-Catholic com- 
munion is awakening to its high re- 
sponsibility, and was never more in 
touch with humanity’s needs than it is 
today. Let every one ask themselves: 
“If the church is doing this, to what ex- 
tentam I individually aiding in this 
work?’’? Should they teel that they are 
doing nothing, let them pray for light 
and guidance, ‘‘Lord, what wilt thou 
have me to do?’’ God demands that 
every Christian should surrender a por- 
tion of their time to Christian work; 
the Church demands it; one’s eternal 
salvation demands it. Unless we sacri- 
fice something of our time, our means, 
our talents, to God’s work, we ‘cannot 
expect to reap the benefits of Christ’s 
great sacrifice on Calvary.

The San Francisco Chronicle of Sat- 
turday prints the following: 


Yesterday morning Charles W. Dunning 
was employed at St. Mary’s College in Oak- 
land. Last night he was a United States 
prisoner in the county jail in this city. 

The story is this: A short time since the 
Postmaster at Woodland, Yolo county, re- 


stamped letter. This‘ inclosure was ad- 
dressed to Charles W. Dunning, Oakland, 
The accompanying letter tothe Wood- 


paper bearing the official heading of the 
United. States Secret Service and was 
signed -‘C. W. Brooks, Secret Service 
Agent.”*» The letter stated that the writer 
had animportant case on hand and wished 
that the inclosed letter should be torwarded 
without the usual stamp ‘Received under 
cover from.” 
that any mail then in the Office or that 
should thereafter be received addressed to 
Parthenia de Long from Oakland, should 
be forwarded to him. 

The Woodland postmaster suspected that 
something Was wrong, and forwarded the 
entire correspondence to United States Se- 
cret Service Agent Harris, by whom Dun- 
ning was arrested while calling for mail, 
upon the charge of impersonating a United 
States officer. Dunning was turned over to 
the custody of the United States Marshal, 
who placed him inthe county jailof this 
city. 

At a late hour last evening Dunning was 
seen by a Chronicle reporter. ‘I have done 
nothing criminal that I knowof,”’ he began. 
‘You see the way of it wasthis: I was en- 
gaged to Parthenia de Long. She lived in 
Woodland. I afterward became engaged 
to Parthenia West, who lives in Los An- 
geles. I wanted to be off with the old love 
before I-was on with the new. Besides, 


Parthenia West knew of  Partheaia 
de Long, and would not engage 
herself to me until I was free 


fromt Parthenia De Long. Parthenia de 
Long had left Woodland, and I knew that 
letters which I had written to her were in 
the mail. I found the letter heading of the 
United States Secret Service, and that gave 
me the idea of the course I pursued. The 
letter I inclosed, which I asked the post. 
master to send to Oakland, was writen by 
me, as I wished to convince Parthenia 
West that Parthenia de Long had sued me 
for breach of promise. My only desire was 
to get hack some of my letters and square 
myself with Parthenia West.”’ 

“Did you not know that there is in San 
Francisco a special agent named Brooks?"’ 
asked the reporter. 

‘“No,”’ was the reply, “I don’t know 
why I signed the name that I did. I had 
no intention of violating any law and did 
not know thatI had done so. I think that 
I can convince the court that my intentions 
were honest and that I had no prospect of 
profit from the transaction. Good night." 

“This ended the interview and Charles 
W. Dunning ran quickly up the stairs to his 
cell, Heisan apparently fairly-educated 
young man of 24 years of age and of rustic 
appearance. He has violated a United 
States law in the effort to straighten out 
the course of his true love that obstinately 
refused to run smooth. |

Three Tickets that Demoralize 
Eastbound Rates. 


The Electric Railway People and 
Their Power Generators. 


The Southern Pacific Magnates Make 
a Move Northward, 


Another Scheme to Beat the Interstate 
Commerce Law—Shortening Trans- _ 
continental Time—General and 
Local Notes, 


It was particularly unfortunate that 
the Consolidated Electric Railway 
Company’s new and mammoth ogen- 
erator should havé broken at a time 
when there was urgent need of adédi- 
tional power to handle the heavy base- 
ball traffic, but the officials of the road 
have borne up manfully, and by strennu- 
ous exertions kept up the service in a 
manner most satisfactory to the public. 
Yesterday the dynamos in the old power- 
house were again called into requisi- 
tion, the power thus obtained being 
used forthe Vernon and Maple avenue 
lines. The work of repairing the big 
dynamo is well under way, and will be 
successfully accomplished without the 
necessity of sending it back to the 
Eastern factory, a contingeficy which 
the electric people looked upon 
with dread.

It has benefited nobody but 
thése who have drawn salaries under 
its provisions and railroad lawyers who 
have been employed to st:dy and dem- 
onstrate the ways in which it is a fail- 
ure.”’

QUEEN ISABEL, 


How the Catholic Sovereign 


Stood by Columbus. 


A Version of History that has Pro- 


found Present Interest, 


Without Isabel’s Aid the Discoverer 


Might Have Died Obscure. | 


A Graceful and Forcible Historical Sketch, 
by Mrs. Antonio F. Coronel, Read 
Before the Historical 
Society. 


History tells us that at the time of 
the discovery of the New World the hu- 
man mind manifested a powerful and 
active energy in all things such as never 
’ till then had been known. Everything 

was being created, everything re- 
formed. The world was shaken bya 
wonderful revolution, which was a rev- 
elation, seeming as if all heroic virtues 
and all horrible vices had been brought 
together upon this earth in order that 
those might stimulate mankind to the 
performance of actions the most sub- 
lime, and these impel to the commission 
ofthe most frightful and repugnant 
crimes. This epoch was fecund of great 
works of art and witnessed the most 
lamentable acts of destruction. Theo- 
ries of liberty and of progress far in 
advance of the times were broached; 
the most marvelous discoveries were 
made in science and in art; the most ig- 
nominious doctrines of despotism and of 
abjection were promulgated; the most 
culpable efforts for the extension of ig- 
morance and darkness fostered. It was 
the age of the combat of all things 
against allthings; of religious, politi- 
cal, social, literary and scientific strug- 
gles; of the discovery of lands un- 
known; of reforms in customs, in legis- 
lation, in religions, in philosophy—all 
things were taking place, all things at- 
tempted during that century, which, 
amid these fearful throes, was prepar-. 
ing the geography of the world and the 
minds of men to receive the seeds of 
modern civilization. Ais 

At this time Christopher Columbus 
was in the flower of his age. He had 
navigated much and far; the spirit of 
adventure had gained possession of his 
ideas and his imagination had grown 
during his dream by night and day of 
the fair lands MarcocPolo had visited 
and had described from the depths of 
this dungeon in Genoa, the native land 
of Columbus. Not obtaining in his own 
country that aid which would satisfy 
his ambition, he took his way first to 
Portugal, for the simple reason that at 
this time that nation was dedicated 
with great ardor and faith to mak- 
ing discoveries. There he remained 
for fourteen years, engaged indefatig- 
ably in a ceaseless struggle, yet finding 
no patron. Thence he went -to Spain, 
and he appeared there at an inoppor- 
‘tune moment, forthe war of Granada 
had begun and Ferdinand and: Isabel 
were too deeply engrossed in this strug- 
gle to give ear to the pretensions of an 
unknown man, who came at such a time 
to lay before them a project so extrava- 
gant. Yet, notwithstanding the em- 
barrassing situation, Queen Isabel com- 
prehended at once that this man was a 
genius, and, through her influence, the 

ta which he presehted was re- 
erred to some wise men of Salamanca 
that they might make an examina- 
tion of its merits. They were unableto 
come toa favorable conclusion, but the 
Queen held out some hope to Columbus, 
so that he did not lose heart and the 
awe he had formed of remaining in 
pain seemed more promising. The 
war with Granada having come to an 
end, the Queen gavea hearing to Col- 
‘umbus for the purpose of making her- 
self acquainted with ‘the details of his 
project. She approved of it, and for 
the purpose of removing every obstacle 
inthe way, and in order not to burden 
the nation and make it responsible for 
what might result from means furnished 
by herseif, her jewels being pledged to 
obtain them, the expedition was fitted 
out. An agreement was signed on the 
17th of April, 1492, by which the Cath- 
olic Queen appointed Columbus, in ad- 
vance, Grand Admiral Viceroy and Gov- 
ernor of allthe countries and all the 
islands he might discover, granting to 
him, moreover, another boon, viz., that 
he might use the title ‘‘Don”’ before his 
name. The Queen hastened the depart- 
ure of the expedition, Columbus receiv- 
ing her final orders and those of her 
husband on the 12th day of May This 
was the expedition that discovered the 
_New World. 

The discovery of America offered to 
its conquerors in those, early days an 
inexhaustible source of wealth, not be- 
cause of what the privileged land 


only, no ammonia, no alum. 


ample of prudence, rectitude and wis- 
dom; who, arrogant and erect, bestrode 
her war-horse upon the tended field, in- 
spiring her soldiers with valor and en- 
thusiasm on the day of battle—she in- 
terposed herself as the protector of the 
rights of man between the conquered 
and the conqueror. and established, 
once for all, the relationship which 
should exist between the Kings of Spain 
and the conquered of the New World. 

She proclaimed the alienabie liberty 
of-the Indians, declaring that they were 
vassals, not slaves; and she from her 
death-bed, when abcut to leave a world 
which did not comprehend her motives, 
left to her successors a sacred obliga- 
tion to treat these new vassals with 
gentleness. From that time legislation 
for the Indies followed the path indi- 
cated by Isabel from motives born of 
her noble spirit, which continue to man- 
ifest themselves in all those most com- 
plicated dispositions which, although 
often dictated by lack of comprehen- 
sion of the real interests of Americans, 
can not entirely obscure her indefati- 
gable zeal for the liberty and the good 
treatment of. the Indians—protection 
being carried tothe extent of shield-- 
ing them from all interference, even on 
the part of the inquisition. At the 
present time, in the light shed by the 
policy and the philosophy of the nine- 
teenth century, nothing seems to be 
easier, more natural and more simple 
than the conduct of Isabel; yet, in those 
days, the Catholic Church itself frowned 
not upon slavery; inquisitors and re- 
ligious orders held slaves, and, not- 
withstanding the declarations of their 
Catholic majesties, the Bishop of Da- 
rien, Fray Tomas Ortiz, argued in the 
presence of Charles V. that the Indians 
were naturally servants, and the point 
was maintained by famous doctors and 
distinguished lawyers. 

Columbus, seeing that his proposed 
traffic in slaves was a failure, estab- 
lished slavery in another form in the 
islands which had been discovered—the 
system of encomiciidas or repartimientos. 
This system consisted in, giving to cer- 
tain Spaniards great districts, together 
with all the inhabitants thereof, in such 
a way that these were obliged to labor 
without pay forthe owner, or to give 
tribute to him from all the products of 
mining and agriculture. 

In his conquests Cortes followed the 
same plan and the lamentable result to 
the natives is wellknown. At that 

time it was the opinion of by far the 
greater number of writers—and the 
opinion spread and gained ground 
through the writings of theologians and 
jurists, such as Father Acosta, Juan 
Mantienzo, Bartolome de Albomoz, An- 
tonio de Leiva, Fray Alonzo de Castro 
and others who stood on biblical texts or 
the writings of St. Gregory, St. Augus- 
tine, St.. Thomas and other fathers of 
the Catholic Church, that the system of 
encomiendus, or repartimientos, was just 
and in accord with the right, and was 
in conformity with the spirit of Chris- 
tianity. Isabel, the Catholic, gave 
proof of the possession of a spirit 
superior to the century in which she 
lived. She saw the sacred rights of 
the citizens making themselves visi- 
ble above and beyond the mete 
privileges of the vassal and compre- 
‘-hended that true Christian religion is 
based upon charity, and is not doing ‘to 
another that which one would not have 
done to himself. She gave no heed to 
opinions which ‘were not such as her 
conscience told her were sound, and her 
ideas were approved and upheld by 
Charles V in a decree which he sent to 
to Hernan Cortes, and which was dated 
at Valladolid the 26th day of June, 
15 23. | 

One thingissure: Had not Qneen Isa- 
bel recognized the grandeur of the project 
of Columbus, and had she not protected 
him, he would have lived his life un- 
known, or asthe inmate of a prison 
cell. 

The biography of Queen Isabel the 
Catholic is very generally known; this 
brief historic sketch relates only to the 
part she took in the discovery of the 
new world. 

This great nation is preparing: to 
solemnize most sumptuously the fourth 
centennial anniversary of that event, 
the only one of its kind; and, as the

of its unhappy inhabitants, who at once 
began to be carried to Spain in order to 
be sold into slavery. Christopher Co- 
lumbus, whose virtues history lauds and 
the church canonizes, perliaps owing to 
some weakness of his character—as 
some modern historians judge—opened 
wide the door for this traffic in human 


flesh by consenting to the sending away 


of 300 natives of the island of His- 
paniola, who were offered for sale in 
the market-places of Andalusia. For- 
tunately for the cause of humanity the 
glorious Isabel, the Catholic, still sat 
upon the throne of §t. Ferdinand. 
‘‘How dare Columbus,’’ exclaimed with 
indignation that admirable woman, 
“dispose of my subjects?’? And the 
800 slaves were freed and cared for at 


the cost of the Admiral, it being or- 
dered that in future noone, under pen- 


alty of death, should dare to make any 
attempton the liberty of the inhabi- 
tants of the countries recently discov- 
ered or those that might be discovered. 
But for the unconquerable energy of 
Isabel, the Catholic, but for that out- 


burst of noble and Christian magnanim- 


ity, but for the sweet tenderness she 


given heretofore the highest place, 
while statues have been erected to him 
and honors of all kinds showered upon 
hismemory, might it not be fitting that, 
on this occasion, thé name and memory 
of Queen Isabel receive some tribute? 
And yet it is reported that the association 
of ladies bearing her name has been 
denied the privilege of a place in which 
to erect her statue. 

In my humble opinion the question is 
merely one of merit, andI consider 
thatif the merit of the illustrious Isabel 
be not the greatest in the accomplish- 
ment of an undertaking so marvelous, 
it at least equals that of Columbus, and 
is, consequently, entitled to equal 
honor. 

It is in this country that womad has 
raised the standard of progress and mu- 
tual protection, and I believe that it is 
our sacred duty to come forward in this 
matter. Ladiesof greater capacity and 
resources should consider and discuss 
this idea, and, if it be accepted, should

The report states at the outset that ‘‘a 
tax levied on this district covers the orig- 
inal San Pasqual districtand is not confined 
to the city of Pasadena, butembraces about 
forty square milesof territory.

19 cents on $100 of the assessed value, a 
very insignificant amount as compared 
witb the good accomplished.’’

‘““‘We have money for the High school, as 
the law establishing high schools provides 
forthema fund. The grammar and pri- 
mary grades are the ones affected, and as 
not more than one child in ten goes beyond 
the grammar work you will see the import- 
ance of keeping these schools up to their 
full work.”’ 

After quoting from the school law, show- 
ing how the money is apportioned, the re- 
port continues: ‘According to the census 
we are apportioned twenty teachers, while 
thirty-one are reyguired to do the work. 
There are several reasons forthis. The 


law compels us to take the census between 


the 15th and 3lst of May each year, the 
time when for us the least number of chil- 
dren are with us, as those that make this 
their winter home have left and we lose 
the benefit we would derive were they in- 
cluded in the census. Our census only 
shows, for 1891, 1412 census children 
between the agesof 5and 17,while our

school work we are doing in nine months. 
. » » All the money does not go for 
teachers’ salaries. The law requires dis. 
trict buards to insure the property, to pro. 
vide writing paper, pens, ink, drawing pa. 
per, blackboards, blackboard rubbers 
crayons, lead and slate pencils. soap, 
towels, brooms, dusters and other neces- 
sary supplies; torent, furnish and repair 
school property. 

“Tne school vear begins Jnly 1 and ends 
June 30. In1890 we began with a balance 
of $8000. and’had $1700 in special buiid. 
ing fund No. 2, which enabled us to com- 
plete the nine months’ term ending June 
30,1891. July 1, 1891, we started with 
only $800 and no special money to help us 
out. The taxes being paid in two install- 
ments, throws the last portion so late that 
the State Controller decides it will not be 
available for this year’s school work. 
Now, we find ourselves with $11,900 less 
money than we had for last school year. 
We call for a tax of $10,000. Of this 
amount about $6500 will be required to 
maintain the schools to the close of this 
school year. The balance of the $10,000 
will be required for the necessary summer 


‘repairs and supplies and to have a fund 


av-i‘shle for opening the schools in Sep- 
tember.’ 
auc ceport farther states that: ‘Pupils 


are educated in the public schools at a cost 


of from $28 to $32 per year. This in. 
cludes all supplies named before and not 
furnished in private schools. The greatest 
school tax we pay is for paymenton the 
bonds voted by the people some years ago. 
which made the rate last year 45 cents on 
the $100. The State andcounty rate for 
the maintenance of the schools, outside of 
the bonds and interest, isonly 14 cents on 
the $100 of assessed valuation. Thus you 
will see we receive more for the support of 
our schools than is paid by the people of 
this district.’’
